UN Will Free 
Civilian 
s 
Over Protests 


MUNSAN, Korea bP—United N a­ 
tions truce negotiators told 
the 
Communists today that 27,000 Ko­ 
rean Chilians will be freed from 
U. N. prison camps starting next 
month. The Reds 
protested imme­ 
diately, and violently. 
North Korean Gen. Nam II ac­ 
cused the Allies of disposing of 
w ar prisoners “ unilaterally.’’ He 
said the Communists never have 
recognized U. N. reclassification of 
w ar prisoners, 
MaJ. Gen. William K. Harrison 
said m ost of the prisoners to be 
released were swept into Allied in­ 
ternm ent cam ps early m the war 
and later w ere found to be South 
Korean civilians. 
He denied Red assertions that 
the Allies want to k eep w ar pris­ 
oners as “ cannon fodder.’’ 
“ The truth is.” Harrison said, 
“ that we desire to return the m ax­ 
imum 
possible 
num ber 
to your 
side 
who evidence 
the 
slightc.st 
willingness to return to your con­ 
trol.’’ 
The negotiators m ade no prog­ 
ress toward solving the last k ey 
problem barring a Korean arm i­ 
stice—exchange of prisoners. 
They did agree to m eet again 
tomorrow at 11 a.m. (9 p m. EST, 
Monday). 
Observers predicted the Com mu­ 
nists will protest then the U. N. 
Com mand announcement that 45,- 
000 prisoners on Koje Island are 
being screened lo learn if they will 
resist repatriation.

70,(K)0 the Allies already ha \e list­ 
ed as wanting to return home, al­ 
though they had not been screened 
individually. Another 100,000 who 
said fhey would resist repatriation 
will not be re-screened. 
.Allied refusal to repatriate pris­ 
oners who do not want to return 
to Communist-held territory is the 
k ey point in the prisoner issue. 
Harrison told Communist nego­ 
tiators Monday “ some prisoners of 
w ar who have now indicated they
